1. THE NMPASC MET IN PARIS ON DECEMBER 12, 1974. REPRESENTATIVES 

PROM ALL MEMBER NATIONS (BELGIUM, PRANCE, PEDERAL REPUBLIC OP GERMANY 

ITALY, AND THE NETHERLANDS AND US) ATTENDED ESCEPT BELGIUM. CAPTIAN 
CHISUM (USNATO ) WAS CHAIRMAN AND US REPRESENTATIVE. ITEMS OP 
INTEREST TO US POLLOW. 

2. NMPASC REPORT TO CNAD ON PRENCH/FRG/ROLLS-ROYCE CONTRACT 
DISPUTE (REPERENCE A., PARAGRAPH 3.): 

A. THE BELGIAN REPRESENTATIVE (AVAERT) WHO VOLUNTEERED AT 
THE JULY 11, 1974 NMPASC MEETING TO DRAPT A REPORT FROM NMPASC 
TO CNAD ABOUT THIS CONTRACT DISPUTE, WAS ABSENT. THE NMPASC 
SECRETARY (WOIRIN) AGREED TO CONTACT THE BELGIAN REPRESENTATIVE 
AND TO URGE HIM TO SUBMIT THE DRAPT REPORT POR APPROVAL AT THE 
PEBRUARY 13, 1975 MEETING OF NMPASC FOR SUBMISSION TO THE 
CNAD MEMBERS BEFORE THE APRIL 22, 1975 CNAD MEETING. 

3. ATLANTIC SALES TO THIRD COUNTRIES (REFERENCE A., PARAGRAPH4): 

A. AT THE OCTOBER 1974 NMPASC MEETING THE ITALIAN REPRESENTA- 
TIVE (GENERAL P. PERRI) EXPRESSED ITALIAN GOVERNMENT CONCERN 
ABOUT PRENCH SALE OF ATLANTIC AIRCRAFT TO PAKISTAN AND PROMISED 
TO PROVIDE A WRITTED STATEMENT. THIS STATEMENT POLLOWS. QUOTE: 

A. FIRST OF A 

L, ON THE ITALIAN SIDE, IT IS FELT THAT 

THE SALE OP THREE ATLANTIC AIRCRAFT TO PAKISTAN SHOULD HAVE BEEN 
PREVIOUSLY APPROVED BY THE STEERING COMMITTEE AND ALSO BEEN GIVEN 
THE APPROVAL OF THE NATO MILITARY COMMITEE, IN VIEW OP THE PACT 
THAT THEY WERE NATO AIRCRAPT (WITH ALL THE RELEVANT INPORMATION) 

SOLD TO A NON-NATO COUNTRY (MC-167, DATED 19TH MAY, 7970, AND 
C-M(71)26, DATED 14TH APRIL, 1971). 

B. THE BILATERAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN PRANCE AND PAKISTAN 
APPEARS TO BE IN CONTRADICTION WITH CONSORTIUM PRINCIPLES AND 
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CANNOT BE CONSIDERED AS A PURELY NATIONAL AGREEMENT POR THE FOLLOW- 
ING REASONS: 

(1) THE ATLANTIC AIRCRAPT (AND THE RELATED INFORMATION) 

AS A CONCEPT ANDPROJECT, IS THE PROPERTY OP THE ATLANTIC CONSORTIUM 
COUNTRIES (NOT THE AIRCRAFT PHYSICALLY). FOR THAT REASON, AS WAS 
DONE POR THE US JEZEBEL SYSTEM, THE OPINION OP THE OUTHER COUNTRES 
SHOULD HAVE BEEN SOUGHT BEPORE THE AGREEMENT WAS REACHED. THERE 
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WOULD THEN HAVE BEEN A COUNTRY BY COUNTRY EVALUATION OF THE 
MILITARY AND POLITICAL ASPECTS EOLLOWED BY A JOINT DECISION. 

ITALY DOES NOT OBJECT TO SELLING THE ATLANTIC AIRCRAET AS AN AIR- 

ERAMCE, BUT HAS RESERVATI 

NS TO MAKE CONCERNING SOME ITEMS OE 

EQUIPMENT. THIS MATTER IS BEING CONSIDERED BY THE ITALIAN AUTHORITIES 
AND, AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, A LIST OF SUCH EQUIPMENT WILL BE EORWARDED. 

IT MUST ALSO BE BORNE IN MIND THAT EOR ITALY THE ATLANTIC AIRCRAFT 
IS STILL THE MOST UP-TO-DATE MARITIME PATROL AIRCRAFT AND THAT 
THE VALUE ATTACHED TO A GIVEN ITEM OF EQUIPMENT MAY THEREFORE 
BE HIGHER THAN IN OTHER COUNTRES WHICH HAVE, OR ARE ABOUT TO 
HAVE, SECOND OR THIRD GENERATION EQUIPMENT. 

(2) EROM THE INDUSTRIAL POINT OP VIEW, AND CONSIDERING 

THAT PAKISTAN WOULD NOT IN ANY CASE HAVE BOUGHT NEW AIRCRAFT, 

THE QUESTION OP PREJUDICE CAUSED TO THE OTHER CONSORTIUM COUNTRIES 
AS A RESULT OF THE SALE OF SECOND-HAND AIRCRAET DOES NOT ARISE; 

(3) IT IS NOT KNOWN WHETHER PAKISTAN WILL JOIN THE 
ATLANTIC CONSORTIUM OR WHETHER THE LOGISTIC SUPPORT WILL BE 
PROVIDED THROUGH THE INTERMEDIARY OF FRANCE. IN THE LATTER CASE, 
CONSIDERATION SHOULD BE GIVEN TO THE QUESTION OP WHETHER THE 

INTRODUCTION OP AN ABNORMALLY HIGH CONSUMPTION RATE, DUE TO 
PAKISTAN'S INTERIOR TECHINCAL CAPABILITIES, COULD ADVERSELY 
APFECT THE EPPICIENT RUNNING OF THE LOGISTIC SUPPORT SYSTEM. 

IT IS THEREPORE REQUESTED THAT THIS PROBLEM BE EXAMINED IN ORDER 
TO SAPEGUARD THE RIGHTS OP THE OTHER CONSORTIUM COUNTRES. UNQUOTE. 

B. THE US REPRESENTATIVE MADE BRIEP COMMENT, REFLECTING GUIDANCE 

ON REPERENCE B, ON APPROVED US EQUIPMENT IN ATLANTIC SOLD TO PAKISTAN 
AND ON PUTURE THEIRD-PARTY SALES. 
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C. ERG AND THE NETHERLANDS REMAINED SILENT, BUT WHEN QUERIED 

BY CHAIRMAN AGREED TO TADLE NATIONAL POSITIONS ON THIRD-COUNTRY 
ATLANTIC SALES IN GENERAL AND ON FRENCH SALE OP THREE ATLANTIC 
TO PAKISTAN IN PARTICULAR, AT THE PEB 13, 1975 NMPASC MEETING. 

D. FRENCH REPRESENTATIVE (INGENIEUR EN CHEP VELON) INDICATED 

TO US REPRESENTATIVE THE THE FRENCH GOVERNMENTAL AGENCY RESPONSIBLE 
EOR ARMS SALES, DELEGATION MINISTER lEI .UP DE L'ARMEMENT, DIRECTION 
DES APPAIRES INTERNATIONALES, CONCLUDEDTHE ATLANTIC SALE TO PAKISTAN 
WITHOUT HIS (VELON'S) 

KNOWLEDGE. HE FURTHER EXPRESSED THE TENUOUS 
THESIS, PROBABLY PUT FORTH BY THE DELEGATION MINISTER lEI .UP DE 
L' ARMAMENT, DIRECTION DES AFFAIRES INTERNATIONALES, THAT THE US 
APPROVAL (REFERENCE C) FOR PAKISTAN: TO PURCHASE PRODUCTION 
ATLANTIC IN 1970 APPLIES EQUALLY TO THE CURRENT SITUATION. THE

us REPRESENTATIVE POINTED OUT AGAIN THE US REQUIREMENT EOR CASE-BY- 
CASE CONSIDERATION OE ALL ATLANTIC SALES, ADVANCED THE OPINION 
THAT THE 1970 US APPROVAL FOR PAKISTAN TO PURCHASE PRODUCTION 
ATLANTIC DOES NOT NECESSARILY APPLY TO THE CURRENT PAKISTANIAN 
PURCHANSE OF USED ATLANTIC EROM FRENCH NAVAL INVENTORY AND STATED
